Immortals 


Most striking instances 
of llantry for which 
the winna Service 
Cross has been awarded 





Among the thousands of Ameri- 
can soldiers who were awarded the 
Disiinquished Service Cross for con- 
spicuous bravery on the field of bat- 
lle in France, there were a few 
whose feats were of such an unusual 
character as to stand out above the 
others. General Pershing’s staff has 

| selected a number of these most 
notable cases of bravery on the part 
of the fighting Americans, and a 
few of them are given below. They 
present only a few of the thousands 
of acts of heroism that are given! 
recoguifion in the official records of 
the war department. 





OSCAR F. MILLER, 

Major, 361st Infantry. 

Maj. Miller received the Distinguish- 
ed Service Cross for conspicuous gal- 
lantry in action near Gesnes, France, 
September 28, 1918. After two days 
of intense physical and mental strain, 
during whieh Maj. Miller had led his 
battalion in the front Iine of the ad- 
vance, throngh the forest ef Argonne, 
the enemy was met in a prepared po- 
sition south of Gesnes. Thongh al- 
most exhausted, he energetically re- 
organized his battalion and ordered 


ieee | into which an enemy grenade was! 
thrown, landing directly in the midst 

of the group. Disregarding his own 

safety, this soliicr seized the grenade 
and attempted to throw it out, but it 

exploded in his hand just as he suc- 

ceeded in getting it above the level of 
the ground.
